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ASIAN DEFENSE AGAINST REDS 
Fo r a lo ng time the United States and its 
Euro pean allies hav e been try ing to ex tend 
the so uthern arc o f their defensiv e line past 
Turkey into Asia pro per. President Eisen­ 
ho wer’s anno uncement o f military aid to 
Pakistan is the first co ncrete result o f this 
effo rt. 
Ano ther pro jected step that no w seems 
certain to be taken is a military treaty 
between Turkey , a sto ut bastio n in the 
NATO defense ring, and Pakistan. If Iraq 
o r Iran o r bo th co uld be bro ught into the 
line-up, as is desired by the NATO po wers, 
the Middle East-Asiatic po sitio n o f the free 
wo rld wo uld be no tably strengthened. 
Aid to Pakistan has, o f co urse, been a sub­ 
ject o f dispute fo r mo nths. The go v ernment 
o f India repeatedly has pro tested that arms 
fo r its neighbo r co nstitute a threat to the 
peace and security o f the Indian subco n­ 
tinent. 
Mr. Eisenho wer has attempted to deal 
with this co mplaint by info rming Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru o f Pakistan’s pledge no t to use 
arms against India. Nehru sho uld be able 
to find co mfo rt in this, if any o f India’s 
fears are sincerely ro o ted in do ubt as to 
Pakistan’s intentio ns. 
There are signs, ho wev er, that mo st o f 
these fears do no t arise fro m any imagined 
Pakistani threat against India. They stem 
rather fro m the pro spect that in a general 
war with the So v iet Unio n, Pakistan’s inev i­ 
table participatio n wo uld almo st certainly 
Inv o lv e India quickly . 
Nehru cherishes the ho pe that India co uld 
so meho w ho ld alo o f fro m a general co n­ 
flagratio n, at least lo ng eno ugh fo r the West 
to strike telling blo ws against Russia and 
prev ent India fro m being o v errun. He 
believ es that an armed Pakistan, furnishing 
air bases to the West in wartime, wo uld 
inv ite attack fro m Russian Turkestan. Such 
an assault, he feels, wo uld engulf India itself. 
The weakness in Nehru’s reaso ning is his 
no tio n that Russia wo uld leav e the Indian 
subco ntinent alo ne if o nly Pakistan av o ids 
the pro v o catio n o f arming. War to day is 
truly glo bal. Only mo untain fastnesses like 
Switzerland, o r co ntinental fringe areas like 
Sweden hav e any real pro spect o f neutral­ 
ity —and that pro spect may be smaller in a 
new war than it was in Wo rld Wars I and II. 
India is a y o ung independent, and its desire 
to pursue a separate co urse dedicated to the 
furtherance o f its o wn natio nal purpo ses is 
understandable. Yet it is no t v ery realistic 
in this tro ubled age. 
The West feels India wo uld find better 
safeguard fo r its future within the defensiv e 
framewo rk o f the Western alliances. If the 
Indians insist upo n disagreeing, we hav e no 
fair way to co mpel their fav o r. But we can 
reaso nably ask that they no t try to dictate 
to Pakistan o r any o ther natio n what it must 
do to pro tect itself in a wo rld where maraud­ 
ing co mmunism is lo o se.

CAN RUSSIA SAVE ITSELF? 
Sov iet Ru ssia has, thu s tar, more or less, won 
ev ery d iplomatic conference and has increased its 
realm from 180,000,000 persons to 800,000,000 per­ 
sons since 1938. The q u estion then arises as to 
whether the Sov iet Univ ersal State will continu e 
to ex pand and to d estroy free peoples or whether 
it will be d estroy ed by an internal rev olu tion. 
Eu gene Ly ons, whose knowled ge of the su bject 
cannot be d ou bted , has written a book, “Ou r Secret 
Allies,” which is being wid ely read by ou r policy ­ 
makers and which sets ou t to tell the story of the 
seizu re of Ru ssia by the Bolshev iks and the inner 
resistance of the people to them. 
Ly ons belongs to the sentimental school of ex ­ 
perts on Ru ssia, which d raws fine lines of d istinc­ 
tion between the Kremlin and the millions ov er 
whom it ru les. He almost treats the Kremlin as 
thou gh it were the seat of an alien, conq u ering 
host. The Ru ssians, while often ad mirable and al­ 
way s fascinating as ind iv id u als, hav e shown little 
capacity for freed om throu ghou t their territory . 
Conq u ered by aliens and ru led by them for a thou ­ 
sand y ears, their society has accu stomed itself to 
au tocracy . After a few months of freed om to the 
point of anarchy in the Kerensky period , the Ru s­ 
sians retu rned to the absolu tism to which they are 
accu stomed in a new and worse gu ise u nd er Lenin 
and Trotzky , and after them Stalin and Malenkov . 
There has nev er been a d emocratic rev olu tion, su ch 
as Western peoples hav e witnessed , in the whole 
of Ru ssian history . 
Eu gene Ly ons, once the United Press corre­ 
spond ent in Ru ssia, then for many y ears the ed itor 
of “The American Mercu ry ,” is now a senior ed itor 
of “The Read er’s Digest.” In the late 19 30’s, his 
book 'Assignment in Utopia” became a best-seller 
and an ey e-opener for thou sand s of Americans 
hy pnotized by their illu sions abou t the “great ex ­ 
periment” in the USSR. His “Red Decad e” is a 
most important contribu tion to the stu d y of Com­ 
mu nism. Therefore, when Ly ons writes on Ru ssia, 
he mu st be taken seriou sly ov en if one d isagrees 
with his present position that the forces of rev o­ 
lu tion against the Kremlin are read y ing themselv es 
insid e Ru ssia. 
His thesis is that the ov erwhelming mass of 
Sov iet citizens has nev er accepted the Red d is- 
tatorship. Despite nearly 40 y ears of propagand a 
and terror, d espite the fact that a new generation 
has grown u p, he argu es that the regime has failed 
to win the loy alties of its su bjects. What has been 
going on in Sov iet Ru ssia since 19 17, Ly ons said , 
is “a permanent civ il war—in the first y ears open 
and military , since then largely concealed and po­ 
litical bu t ev en blood ier. Once y ou grasp this fact, 
mu ch abou t the Sov iet scene that seems baffling 
begins to make sense. The many millions who hav e 
perished in the* stru ggle against the 
regime, 
whether finished off in police d u ngeoq s and slav e 
camps and starv ed in man-mad e famine, are the 
casu alties in that war. The great hord es of inmates 
of prison and concentration camps are its prison­ 
ers of war. The perennial pu rges, the liq u id ation 
of this or that class of the popu lation, the abolition 
of entire 'repu blics’ and 'au tonomou s regions’ are 
battles in the war. And the incessant thu nd er of 
propagand a is the psy chological offense that has 
become an essential part of mod ern warfare.” 
There are those who believ e that the d esire for 
liberty is ev er ex istent in man and that while, for 
a period , he may su bmit to ty ranny , *u ltimately he 
will strike ou t from freed om. Althou gh there is 
ev id ence to su pport a phase of Ly ons’s theory , 
namely , that the Ru ssian gov ernment has had to 
stru ggle to ex ist, there is no ev id ence that the op­ 
position comes from the masses. It has been a 
conflict for power within the Commu nist Party . 
Nothing has y et appeared to prov e that the mil­ 
lions of non-political persons liv ing u nd er a d es­ 
potism will risk mu ch for freed om. The 19 17 
Rev olu tions were not mass u Drisings. The Kerensky 
gov ernment was the end of a palace rev olu tion; 
the Bolshev ik seizu re of power was the effort of a 
small grou p of intellectu als. The Stalin pu rges 
were all against his associates in the party and 
gov ernment. Malenkov mu rd ered Beria to get rid 
of a riv al. 
“Ou r Secret Allies” projects Sov iet life from 
a nov el v iewpoint. Ly ons has retold the history of 
the Sov iet epoch in the stru ggle between the mas­ 
ters and the slav es.

Traffic laws ex ist to pro tect life and pro p­ 
erty o f all users o f the streets and highway s. 
It is fo o lhardy to disregard o r v io late these 
laws and ex pect to remain safe in traffic. 
The law that inco nv eniences y o u to day 
may sav e y o ur life to mo rro w.

HEART DISEASE AND HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
I hav e written before of how life insu rance com­ 
panies either refu se to insu re ov erweight men and 
women or else charge a larger premiu m in propor­ 
tion to their ov erweight. These companies hav e 
learned that lean men liv e longer and it is by hav ­ 
ing their policy hold ers liv e longer that these com­ 
panies are able to make more money for their 
policy hold ers. 
From the Card iographic Department of Mou nt 
Sinai Hospital, New York city , we learn the follow­ 
ing facts that shou ld help u s to keep ou r weight 
within normal limits. “Statistics compiled by insu r­ 
ance companies hav e shown conclu siv ely that ov er­ 
weight alone is inju riou s and shortens life. In mid ­ 
d le and later life the lowest d eath rates were ob­ 
serv ed in those whose weight was below av erage 
for age. There is ov erwhelming ev id ence that obese 
persons hav e a mu ch higher d eath rate from heart 
d isease than those of av erage or lower weight. The 
d ifference has been as high as 6 0 per cent lor men 
who are 25 per cent or more ov erweight.” 
In a series of 10,000 u nselected persons, 28 per 
cent were fou nd to be 10 per cent or more abov e 
their id eal weight accord ing to sex and height. 
In their report on the relationship of obesity 
and (coronary sclerosis) heart d isease, they show' 
the inv estigation of the blood pressu res in 7 4,000 
men gainfu lly employ ed in 16 ind u strial plants and 
Air Force field s. This report presents information 
showing the limits of normal blood pressu re most 
recently proposed by Dr. Masters and associates. 
This large series of cases is representativ e of the 
present general popu lation. It will be noticed that 
after the age of 40 women are d efinitely more 
obese than men. The grou p was d iv id ed into the 
the following classifications: u nd erweight (10 per 
cent or more), av erage weight, ov erweight (10 to 
24 per cent abov e av erage) and obese (25 or more 
per cent abov e av erage) accord ing to the stand ard 
weight tables. The ages of the grou p serv ing as con­ 
trols ranged between 20 and 6 4 y ears of age and 
9 0 per cent of the patients also fell between these 
limits. Althou gh some of the ev id ence is somewhat 
conflicting, the following facts were fou nd : 
“Ov erweight is mu ch more common among men 
who su ffer with heart d isease than in the control 
grou ps, bu t ind epend ent research workers fou nd 
that ov erweight pred isposes the patient to angina 
pectoris (pain in chest) and congestiv e heart fail­ 
u re.” 
Ov erweight has been shown to u se u p more ox y ­ 
gen in d oing an eq u al amou nt of work, increases 
the heart rate, blood pressu re, and more work is 
d one by the heart. Ov erweight red u ces the amou nt 
of work the ind iv id u al is able to d o withou t getting 
ou t of breath. Loss of weight is u su ally v ery bene­ 
ficial to patients with heart d isease. 
What are the conclu sions of these research 
workers after this inv estigation? “Althou gh obesitv 
occu rs more commonly in patients with high blood 
pressu re or heart d isease, the reports in the litera­ 
tu re and their ow’n reports show the importance of 
av oid ing obesity where heart d isease is present.”

Washingto n, March 5 — Well, 
they had fiv e members o f the 
Senate subco mmittee instead o f 
o ne o n the jo b—as recently rec­ 
o mmended by President Eisen­ 
ho wer. 
They had a “ co de o f fair pro ­ 
cedure”—also as reco mmended. 
The witness, Dr. Marv in San­ 
fo rd Belsky , no w in the army , 
was represented by co unsel—also 
as reco mmended. 
There was no “ bro w beating” 
o f any bo dy . And y et the facts 
turned up at the Thursday hear­ 
ing o f the co mmittee o f which 
Senato r McCarthy is chairman 
are these: 
1. Dr. Belsky , an alleged Com­ 
mu nist, refu sed to answer the 
army ’s q u estions abou t whether 
or not he was a Commu nist. 
2. Dr. Belsky d eclined to tell 
the committee whether he aid ed I 
the Commu nists in any way while ' 
in the army . 
3. Dr. Belsky was not granted ! 
a promotion, thou gh he applied 
j 
for a commission, and he was 
nev er giv en any official reason 
for that refu sal. 
So it tu rns ou t that all the talk ! 
abou t how hard it was for the 
army to keep Dr. Irv ing Peress, 
d entist, known to the army as a 
Commu nist, from being promoted 
from captain to major or from 
being d enied an honorable d is­ 
charge was a lot of baloney . 
Yet it d id n’t take the testi­ 
mony of Dr. Belsky alone to 
t 
prov e that point. Charles E. Wil- i 
son. secretary of d efense, came j 
back to town and opened u p with i 
a free-swinging press conference 
that d isclosed these u npleasant 
points: 
1. That the army cou ld hav e 
fou nd a way to prev ent Major 
Peress from getting a commis­ 
sion and that a cou rt-martial 
cou ld hav e been ord ered . 
2. That 
he 
ord ered 
the 
21 
Americans who refu sed repatria­ 
tion in Korea to be cou rt-mar­ 
tialed when army lawy ers were 
d ebating whether he cou ld ord er 
a cou rt-martial. 
3. That, while legislation to 
keep Commu nists from getting 
honorable d ischarges or commis­ 
sions wou ld be helpfu l, the secre­ 
tary of d efense d oesn’t need it. He 
said : “I know how to get the 
Commu nists ou t of the army 
withou t legislation if I hav e to.” 
Then Mr. 
Wilson said that, 
while 
Secretary of 
the 
Army 
Robert Stev ens was technically 
responsible, he knew Mr. Stev ens 
had d one the best he cou ld with 
a “tou gh situ ation.” 
As for the 
hand ling of witnesses, Mr. Wilson 
d id n’t think they shou ld hav e to 
face “any su ch situ ation,” namely 
v igorou s cross-q u estioning by con­ 
gressional committees. What may 
be inferred , of cou rse, is that the 
army shou ld b e able to pu t offi­ 
cers on the witness stand who 
knew the score in su ch cases and 
thu s 
av oid 
embarrassment 
for 
command ing officers who merely 
carry ou t ord ers that the legal 
branch of the army giv es them. 
In all this, the position of Mr. 
Stev ens, secretary of the army , 
is d eserv ing of real sy mpathy . He 
was ou t of the cou ntry while most 
of the row abou t Dr. Peress was 
going on. 
And , when he came 
back, he stated frankly that what­ 
ev er errors had been mad e wou ld 
be corrected and that certainly a 


way shou ld be fou nd to rid the 
army of Commu nists and keep 
any of them from getting honor­ 
able d ischarges. Bu t he had not 
read the Zwicker testimony when 
he mad e his later comments abou t 
witnesses not being represented 
by cou nsel. He had not read 
what General Zwicker had said 
that 
ex asperated 
Senator 
Mc­ 
Carthy . He d id n’t know that the 
army had not sent cou nsel to the 
hearings. 
The whole episod e is replete 
with the agressiv eness of an in­ 
terested 
press. 
Reporters 
ran 
back and forth from one contro­ 
v ersialist to the other, paraphras­ 
ing comments in the haste of 
news gathering. The latest ex ­ 
ample was on Thu rsd ay when 
Secretary Wilson’s comments were 
carried 
back 
to 
Senator 
Mc­ 
Carthy , who, withou t being ad ­ 
v ised of the entire statement by 
Mr. Wilson, impu lsiv ely let ou t a 
blast against what he thou ght 
was an u nfriend ly criticism by 
Mr. Wilson. 
One wond ers how mu ch the 
cou ntry wou ld be spared the kind 
of cat-and -d og-fight 
atmosphere 
it is read ing abou t in the press if 
each of the principals wou ld take 
time enou gh to read the official 
stenographic record of these hear­ 
ings and the fu ll tex ts of state­ 
ments and then issu e calm and 
d eliberate statements rather than 
resort to off-the-cu ff comments. 
Speed in gathering news can in 
this instance bring a d isserv ice to 
all concerned , thou gh the press is 
not to blame if pu blic officials 
cannot restrain their comments 
and instead blu rt ou t answers to 
q u estions that had best be d e­ 
ferred till they hav e all the facts. 
So far as the politics of it all is 
concerned , it is to be noted that 
the Stev enson-Tru man su pporters 
in Congress and elsewhere hav e 
been activ e in fomenting for some 
time the id ea of a break between 
the Presid ent and Senator Mc­ 
Carthy . Ju st why the Presid ent 
mu st be held responsible for the 
pu blic statements of all Repu bli­ 
cans is a my stery that can be ex ­ 
plained only by the knowled ge 
that the White Hou se amateu r’s 
d on’t know how to d eal with the 
professional trou ble-makers who 
egg them on to get the Presid ent 
to d enou nce the Wisconsin senator 
repeated ly . One way to take the 
sting ou t of the Commu nist issu e 
which is bothering the Democrats 
so mu ch is to try to d iscred it the 
man who has d ramatically ex posed 
lax ity in hand ling Commu nists in 
gov ernment. 
What 
the 
Repu blicans 
who 
know their politics realize, of 
cou rse, is that McCarthy the man 
may be d isliked by his critics and 
enemies, bu t the issu e which he 
raises is bigger than any man. To 
alienate Senator McCarthy is not 
d ifficu lt for the White Hou se to 
d o bu t to alienate some 15,000,000 
to 20 ,000,000 v oters who, accord *» 
ing to recent pu blic-opinion pools; 
agree with his v iews is to cou rt 
political d isaster. Many Repu bli­ 
cans can d o as they hav e d one in 
the past—stay away from 
the 
polls. To the zealou s followers of a 
lead er on an emotional issu e, 
there is no length to which an in­ 
ternal party sq u abble cannot be 
carried . The lesson of the third 
party and the 19 12 Repu blican 
split su rely has not been forgot­ 
ten.

been try ing to d efend a 
mess. 
Hav ing committed himself, he is 
stu ck as patron of cond itions sim­ 
ilar to those which the Roosev elt- 
Tru man regime allowed to d e­ 
v elop in State and other d epart­ 
ments. 
The army trad ition is noble, bu t 
there is no sense in an arbitrary 
attitu d e after the d isclosu res of 
treachery almost ev ery where else. 
Natu rally the enemy wou ld go to 
the army . And to the nav y , too. As 
for the Marine Corps, they had 
their Red brigad ier in the Pacific, 
and a 
good 
field 
sold ier, 
too, 
thou gh no better than most. He 
d ied of natu ral cau ses and he may 
hav e been the only Red in the 
corps bu t that seems d ou btfu l in 
the face of the av erages. 
Presid ent 
Eisenhower 
looks 
more like U. S. Grant ev ery d ay 
and he will be lu cky if he d oesn’t 
wind u p with scand als as bad as 
those which established for Grant 
the worst repu tation as a Presi­ 
d ent d own to the time of F. D. 
Roosev elt. I am not smirking when 
I say let u s pray that Eisenhower 
is not as d u mb as he seems. I hope 
he makes a good Presid ent, not for 
his own sake primarily , bu t for 
ou rs. 
In passing, howev er, wou ld n’t 
y ou agree that Ike is taking more 
than a reasonable amou nt pf time 
off 
to 
play 
golf 
and 
relax ? 
Wou ld n’t y ou criticize him* for 
lend ing the prestige of the office 
which really is ou r own national 
treasu re, not his personal prop­ 
erty , to political pressu re grou ps 
more often id entified with the 
New Deal than with the Repu b­ 
lican party ? 
And for otherwise 
loafing on a job that calls for 
long hou rs of hard work as he 
certainly had been warned by 
Harry 
Tru man’s 
belly -aching 
abou t his terrible ord eal? I d on’t 
want a Presid ent to kill himself, 
bu t I notice that Tru man, after 
all his y owling, recently boasted 
that he had nev er taken 
a sleep­ 
ing pill or missed a wink in many 
y ears. 
At the age of 7 0, he can 
lead a straggling pack of y ou nger 
men from the New York papers 
a mile u p Park and d own Lex ing­ 
ton, so the jo b didn’t take to o k 


mu ch ou t of him. 
Any way , y ou 
d on’t liv e forev er and Ike asked 
for tills job knowing that it was 
su pposed to call for some anx i­ 
ety , long hou rs and concentration.

There is 
not enou gh ev id ence to ju stify 
accu sations 
of 
“commu nism” 
against su ch men. Bu t the record 
is su ch that the d epartment of 
the army certainly ou ght to d o 
some d etectiv e work and coop­ 
erate with Congress instead of 
rearing back with snorts abou t 
the abu se of a brigad ier. 
The so-called cad et foru m of 
the military acad emy ran an in­ 
teresting show the night before 
the corps entrained for the Army - 
Nav y game. They had Telford 
Tay lor u p to make a talk abou t 
congressional 
inq u iries 
which 
wou nd u p in the conv entional 
blast of the New York Times, the 
Herald Tribu ne, the Roosev elt 
cu lt and , of cou rse, all Red s and 
fellow-trav elers, against Joe Mc­ 
Carthy . Tay lor spoke especially 
on the Fort Monmou th situ ation. 
There was seriou s gu ilt at Mon­ 
mou th bu t the Times, a Roose­ 
v elt, New Deal propagand a sheet 
fro m way back ir. ’33, d id a white­ 
wash, 
mo re for the pu rpose, it 
seemed to me, of d iscred iting Mc­ 
Carthy than of getting at the 
gu ilt. 
I hav e alread y sketched Tay ­ 
lor’s career and rev ealed his as­ 
so ciatio n in the law bu siness. One 
partner is Rand olph Pau li, who

As su ch, 
Rifkin let a man walk ou t of 
cou rt absolu tely free after he 
had plead ed gu ilty of send ing

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ASIAN DEFENSE AGAINST REDS 
For a long time the United States and its 
European allies have been trying to extend 
the southern arc of their defensive line past 
Turkey into Asia proper. President Eisen­ 
hower’s announcement of military aid to 
Pakistan is the first concrete result of this 
effort. 
Another projected step that now seems 
certain to be taken is a military treaty 
between Turkey, a stout bastion in the 
NATO defense ring, and Pakistan. If Iraq 
or Iran or both could be brought into the 
line-up, as is desired by the NATO powers, 
the Middle East-Asiatic position of the free 
world would be notably strengthened. 
Aid to Pakistan has, of course, been a sub­ 
ject of dispute for months. The government 
of India repeatedly has protested that arms 
for its neighbor constitute a threat to the 
peace and security of the Indian subcon­ 
tinent. 
Mr. Eisenhower has attempted to deal 
with this complaint by informing Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru of Pakistan’s pledge not to use 
arms against India. Nehru should be able 
to find comfort in this, if any of India’s 
fears are sincerely rooted in doubt as to 
Pakistan’s intentions. 
There are signs, however, that most of 
these fears do not arise from any imagined 
Pakistani threat against India. They stem 
rather from the prospect that in a general 
war with the Soviet Union, Pakistan’s inevi­ 
table participation would almost certainly 
involve India quickly. 
¿j 
Nehru cherishes the hope that India could 
soméhow hold aloof from a general con­ 
flagration, at least long enough for the West 
to strike telling blows against Russia and 
prevent 
India 
from 
being 
overrun. 
He 
believes that an armed Pakistan, furnishing 
air bases to the West in wartime, would 
invite attack from Russian Turkestan. Such 
an assault, he feels, would engulf India itself. 
The weakness in Nehru’s reasoning is his 
notion that Russia would leave the Indian 
subcontinent alone if only Pakistan avoids 
the provocation of arming. War today is 
truly global. Only mountain fastnesses like 
Switzerland, or continental fringe areas like 
Sweden have any real prospect of neutral­ 
ity—and that prospect may be smaller in a 
new war than it was in World Wars I and II. 
India is a young independent, and its desire 
to pursue a separate course dedicated to the 
furtherance of its own national purposes is 
understandable. Yet it is not very realistic 
in this troubled age. 
The West feels India would find better 
safeguard for its future within the defensive 
framework of the Western alliances. If the 
Indians insist upon disagreeing, we have no 
fair way to compel their favor. But we can 
reasonably ask that they not try to dictate 
to Pakistan or any other nation what it must 
do to protect itself in a world where maraud­ 
ing communism is loose.

CAN RUSSIA SAVE ITSELF? 
Soviet Russia has, thus far, more or less, won 
every diplomatic conference and has increased its 
realm from 180,000,000 persons to 800,000,000 per­ 
sons since 1938. The question then arises as to 
whether the Soviet Universal State will continue 
to expand and to destroy free peoples or whether 
it will be destroyed by an internal revolution. 
Eugene Lyons, whose knowledge of the subject 
cannot be doubted, has written a book, “Our Secret 
Allies,” which is being widely read by our policy­ 
makers and w'hich sets out to tell the story of the 
seizure of Russia by the Bolsheviks and the inner 
resistance of the people to them. 
Lyons belongs to the sentimental school of ex­ 
perts on Russia, which draws fine lines of distinc­ 
tion between the Kremlin and the millions over 
whom it rules. He almost treats the Kremlin as 
though it were the scat of an alien, conquering 
host. The Russians, while often admirable and al­ 
ways fascinating as individuals, have shown little 
capacity for freedom throughout their territory. 
Conquered by aliens and ruled by them for a thou­ 
sand years, their society has accustomed itself to 
autocracy. After a few months of freedom to the 
point of anarchy in the Kerensky period, the Rus­ 
sians returned to the absolutism to which they are 
accustomed in a new' and worse guise under Lenin 
and Trotzky, and after them Stalin and Malenkov. 
There has never been a democratic revolution, such 
as Western peoples have witnessed, in the whole 
of Russian history. 
Eugene Lyons, once the United Press corre­ 
spondent in Russia, then for many years the editor 
of “The American Mercury,’* is now a senior editor 
of “The Reader’s Digest.” In the late 1930's, his 
book ‘Assignment in Utopia” became a best-seller 
and an eye-opener for thousands of Americans 
hypnotized by their illusions about the “great ex­ 
periment” in the USSR. His “Red Decade” is a 
most important contribution to the study of Com­ 
munism. Therefore, when Lyons wTites on Russia, 
he must be taken seriously even if one disagrees 
with his present position that the forces of revo­ 
lution against the Kremlin are readying themselves 
inside Russia. 
His thesis is that the overwhelming mass of 
Soviet citizens has never accepted the Red dis- 
tatorship. Despite nearly 40 years of propaganda 
and terror, despite the fact that a new generation 
has grown up, he argues that the regime has failed 
to win the loyalties of its subjects. What has been 
going on in Soviet Russia since 1917, Lyons said, 
is “a permanent civil war—in the first years open 
and military, since then largely concealed and po­ 
litical but even bloodier. Once you grasp this fact, 
much about the Soviet scene that seems baffling 
begins to make sense. The many millions who have 
perished 
in 
the* struggle against 
the 
regime, 
whether finished off in police dungeorjs and slave 
camps and starved in man-made famine, are the 
casualties in that war. The great hordes of inmates 
of prison and concentration camps are its prison­ 
ers of war. The perennial purges, the liquidation 
of this or that class of the population, the abolition 
of entire ‘republics’ and 'autonomous regions’ are 
battles in the w7ar. And the incessant thunder of 
propaganda is the psychological offense that has 
become an essential part of modern warfare.” 
There are those who believe that the desire for 
liberty is ever existent in man and that while, for 
a period, he may submit to tyranny,•ultimately he 
will strike out from freedom. Although there is 
evidence to support a phase of Lyons’s theory, 
namely, that the Russian government has had to 
struggle to exist, there is no evidence that the op­ 
position comes from the m ass^. It has been a 
conflict for powjer within the Communist Party. 
Nothing has yet appeared to Drove that the mil­ 
lions of non-political persons living under a des­ 
potism will risk much for freedom. The 1917 
Revolutions were not mass uprisings. The Kerensky 
government was the end of a palace revolution; 
the Bolshevik seizure of power was the effort of a 
small group of intellectuals. The Stalin purges 
wrere all against his associates in the party and 
government. Malenkov murdered Bcria to get rid 
of a rival. 
“Our Secret Allies” projects Soviet life from 
a novel viewpoint. Lyons has retold the history of 
the Soviet epoch in the struggle between the mas­ 
ters and the slaves.

That Body of Yours 
By JAMES W. BARTON, M.D. 


HEART DISEASE AND HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
I have written before of how life insurance com­ 
panies either refuse to insure overweight men and 
women or else charge a larger premium in propor­ 
tion to their overweight. These companies have 
learned that lean men live longer and it is by hav­ 
ing their policyholders live longer that these com­ 
panies are able to make more money for their 
policyholders. 
From the Cardiographic Department of Mount 
Sinai Hospital, New York city, we learn the follow­ 
ing facts that should help us to keep our weight 
within normal limits. “Statistics compiled by insur­ 
ance companies have shown conclusively that over­ 
weight alone is injurious and shortens life. In mid­ 
dle and later life the lowest death rates were ob­ 
served in those whose weight was below average 
for age. There is overwhelming evidence that obese 
persons have a much higher death rate from heart 
disease than those of average or knver weight. The 
difference has been as high as 60 per cent for men 
who are 25 per cent or more overweight.” 
In a series of 10,000 unselected persons, 28 per 
cent were found to be 10 per cent or more above 
their ideal weight according to sex and height. 
In their report on the relationship of obesity 
and (coronary sclerosis) heart disease, they show' 
the investigation of the blood pressures in 74,000 
men gainfully employed in 16 industrial plants and 
Air Force fields. This report presents information 
showing the limits of normal blood pressure most 
recently proposed by Dr. Masters and associates. 
This large series of cases is representative of the 
present general population. It will be noticed that 
after the age of 40 women are definitely more 
obese than men. The group was divided into the 
the following classifications: underweight (10 per 
cent or more), average w'cight, overweight (10 to 
24 per cent above average) and obese (25 or more 
per cent above average) according to the standard 
weight tables. The ages of the group serving as con­ 
trols ranged between 20 and 64 years of age and 
90 per cent of the patients also fell between these 
limits. Although some of the evidence is somewhat 
conflicting, the following facts were found: 
“Overweight is much more common among men 
who suffer with heart disease than in the control 
groups, but independent research workers found 
that overweight predisposes the patient to angina 
pectoris (pain in chest) and congestive heart fail­ 
ure.” 
Overweight has been shown to use up more oxy­ 
gen in doing an equal amount of work, increases 
the heart rate, blood pressure, and more work is 
done by the heart. Overweight reduces the amount 
of work the individual is able to do without getting 
out of breath. Loss of weight is usually very bene­ 
ficial to patients with heart disease. 
What are the conclusions of these research 
workers after this investigation? “Although obesity 
occurs more commonly in patients with high blood 
pressure or heart disease, the reports in the litera­ 
ture and their own reports show the importance of 
avoiding obesity where heart disease is present.”

Poison It Something Else Again 
An old friend of mine, Henri 
Bernstein, the French play wright, 
died in Paris a few weeks ago. 
The last time I saw Henri was 
in the spring of 19 50, when we 
lunched in his apartment over the 
Theatre des Ambassadeurs which 
had been confiscated by the Ger­ 
mans and restored to him by 
General de Gaulle in recognition 
of his services to the Free French. 
Bernstein, though he was push­ 
ing 70 at the time, was what the 
phrasemakers call “a fine figure 
of a man.” Better than six feet 
' tall, he was still sharp of ey e, taut 
of tummy and as full of schemes 
as a Mississippi riverboat gam­ 
bler. . . . 
Over the cognac, 1 steered the 
conversation around to the sub­ 
ject of dueling—a field in which 
• Henri had won even more kudos 
than he had in the theatre. If 
rumor was to be believed, the 
play wright had fought more than 
50 duels with drama critics who 
liked his play s too little and hus­ 
bands who liked their wives too 
.much. 
“When y ou challenged a man 
to a duel,” I said, “weren't y ou 
afraid y ou might get killed?” 
"Seldom,” said Henri. “In al­ 
most every case, I was the bigger 
man and the better swordsman.” 
“I see,” I said. “You picked y our 
opponents carefully .” 
“Let me put it this way ,” said 
Bernstein. “A duel these day s is 
hardly more dangerous than a 
minuet. One’s honor is satisfied 
and every body shakes hands if a 
swordsman as much as pinks his 
opponent.

heard of was a small man named

The irritated Bismark rose to 
answer. Such namby -pamby s as 
Virchow, he fumed, only diverted 
the Reichstag from its rightful 
business—conquest. 
One word led to 
a thousand 
others and, when the warrior 
found he was no match for his 
antagonist with words, he chal­ 
lenged him to a duel. 
When Virchow calmly accepted, 
his friends became panicky . Bis­ 
mark was a giant of a man, and 
one of the best swordsmen in 
Germany . . . 
Next 
day 
the 
Chancellor’s 
| heel-clicking seconds called on 
Virchow to give him his choice of 
weapons. The scientist greeted 
them with (a) a smile, and (b) a 
plate on w'hich there were two 
frankfurters. 
“These are the weapons,” he 
informed the seconds. “They are 
identical, except that one frank­ 
furter contains a lethal amount 
of stry chnine. Please present the 
plate to Prince Bismark and let 
him eat the one he chooses. I, 
of course, will eat the other.” 
Half an hour later, the sec­ 
onds were back with Bismark’s 
answer. 
“His Highness begs to inform 
Herr Virchow that he is not 
partial to frankfurters, and asks 
him to share a platter of has- 
senpfefTer with him at dinner to­ 
morrow evening. He feels, after 
due 
consideration, 
that 
there 
was considerable merit in his op­ 
ponent's speech before the Reich­ 
stag, and is certain a middle 
ground can be reached 
. . . ” 
“Had y ou been in Bismark’s 
place,” I asked Henri Bernstein, 
“what would y ou have done?” 
“Without 
the

size and skill,” said my friend,

what the Chancellor did. Except 
that, as a French gentleman, I

This is 
so self-evident that it needs no 
discussion; but I want to write 
now of something much deeper. 
I have not been feeling well 
for three weeks. Afthough I was

confined 
to 
my 
bed, 
y et 
something caused severe pains in 
my back and legs. I just could 
not do any constructive work 
and I began to worry , which I 
never do when feeling well. 
I, 
therefore, am now in Florida for 
a few weeks. This colurpn, how­ 
ever, is not an advertisement for 
Florida, although I am very fond 
of its climate! 
My purpose rather is to say 
that being independent financially 
and free to come and go, I am 
not dependent upon any job or 
salary . If, however, I were, and 
obliged to go to an office each 
day , I would not have given my 
company 
“value 
received” 
for 
my salary . Worse than that, I 
probably would have made mis­ 
takes in judgment which would 
have caused the company finan­ 
cial loss. 
Hea lth of Your Associates 
Yet, there must be hundreds of 
important executives and thou­ 
sands of foremen and tens of 
thousands of workmen, salesmen, 
and 
clerks 
who 
are 
dragging 
themselves to work when they 
ought to be home in bed. They 
do this partly not to lose their 
pay ; or—if they are executives— 
not to have the word get around 
that they are not well. As the 
prosperity of every business de­ 
pends largely on the decisions 
made 
by 
executives, 
foremen, 
and others, such “half-sick” men 
or women can cause their com­ 
panies much loss. 
When y ou consider that thou­ 
sands of companies are suffering 
losses for this reason, it shows 
how poor health and worry must 
affect the entire business of the 
country . If y ou are unemploy ed, 
it may be due to y our health or 
to y our boss’s health. In other 
words, if he were “up to snuff,” 
the 
company 
might 
not 
have 
needed to lay y ou and others 
off. So much for that. Now some 
statistics oil the direct cash cost 
of illness and accidents. 
Illnesses and Accidents 
The Health Information Foun­ 
dation reports that during the 
past full y ear 22,000,000 families of 
these United States as individuals 
paid out over $10,000,000,000 for 
medical and dental costs. Further­ 
more, this was in addition to what 
the federal government and the 
states expended. 
Of the above 
$10 billion, $2 billion went to hos­ 
pitals, nearly $5^ billion to doc­ 
tors and dentists, $1^* billion for 
medicines, and over $1 billion for 


other practitioners, nurses, etc. 
Most of the people treated got 
well, although they lost both time 
and money . 
But a good part of 
this e x p e n s e was absolutely 
thrown 
away —for 
there 
were 
nearly 
100,000 
deaths, 
largely 
from automobile accidents. In ad­ 
dition, millions of others were in­

firearms—2,500; 
etc..

These figures are supplied by the 
National Safety Council. 
I won­ 
der how' many readers of this col­ 
umn will be included in the 1954 
figures! 
Let Us Look to the Future 
The politicians and w’elfare ex­ 
perts are constantly raising the 
legal age at w'hich y oung people 
can go to work. 
Now they say 
that all should have a college edu­ 
cation. 
At the same time, indus­ 
try is retiring more people be­ 
tween 60 and 65 y ears of age. To­ 
day the number of people over 65 
y ears is one in tw'elve; in 25 y ears 
it will be one in nine. But where 
is the money coming from to give 
the y oung people 22 y ears for edu­ 
cation and play , and the old peo­ 
ple pensions? 
The 
truth 
is 
that 
somehow 
(through more taxes or higher 
prices), these millions of y oung 
and old must be supported by 
those betw'een 22 and 60-65 y ears 
of age. The latter must also sup­ 
ply 
the 
$10 
billion 
mentioned 
above. 
This makes the cost of 
sickness, y outh, and old age far 
more important than the cost of 
coffee!

Heiselman Had Plan 
When the question of the Broad­ 
way crossing arose during the 
administration of Conrad J. Hei­ 
selman some years ago Heiselman 
recommended to p rop erty owners 
that they get together and formu­ 
late a common architectural p lan 
of reconstruction for the area, 
p ointing out that it could be made 
into an outstanding shop p ing dis­ 
trict.

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Child Shows Why 'Scolding 


Never Gets to the Point’ 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 
The other day I play ed hostess to a 10-y ear-old acquaintance we’ll 
call Adela. By 5:30 I wanted her to leave and said so. But Adela made 
no move to go, so I added “It’s late—and y our mother will want y ou 
to start home before it’s dark .” 
Adela beamed at me. “Oh, mother won’t say any thing if I’m late,” 
she assured me. “She’ll just holler.” 
In y our terms and mine, Adela was telling me, “Scolding never 
gets to the point.” 
Adela’s training might become easier, if her mother would realize 
that, since her child still finds it hard to mak e decisions by herself, 
they have to be made for her. 
When we tak e a small boy to a toy store, we have no difficulty in 
understanding how hard it is for him to come to the point of the toy 
he wants. If we tak e him to a restaurant, we note how much time 
he tak es to focus on one flavor of ice cream. 
This inability to come to the point doesn’t irritate us. We just say 
affectionately , “My , but y our ey es are bigger than y our stomach.” 
Well, their ears are just as poor at selecting as their ey es. 
Which is why Adela is unimpressed by her mother’s scolding. 
From the torrent of words she defines as “hollering,” she cannot come 
to any clear and precise point of her parent’s wish. 
I hope we’ll think abopt this. And if Jimmy leaves his bik e in the 
drive again, think twice before we say , “Will y ou never learn to tak e 
care of y our things? How do y ou ex pect daddy to put the car in the 
garage with that thing in the way ? I warned him that y ou were too 
y oung for an ex pensive gift lik e that. Someday y ou’ll realize what 
money means . . . ” 
Because our rhetoric falls on deaf ears. If we want the bik e in the 
garage, we have to mak e the point for Jimmy , instead of distracting 
him with a rattle of grievances which are not his business — and say , 
“Jim, go put y our bik e away .” 
It tak es discipline, especially if we’re tired and grumpy . For it’s 
then that we need children’s comfort and affection. Nearly alway s, 
scolding is an unconscious appeal for it. 
But lik e getting the bik e in the garage, we have to mak e the point 
that we want the comfort and affection. So let’s watch it. For we 
don’t get what we want too often unless we ask for it precisely and 
unmistak ably .

At Children s Home

Never Gets to the Point’

The other day I played hostess to a 10-year-old acquaintance we’ll 
call Adela. By 5:30 I wanted her to leave and said so. But Adela made 
no move to go, so I added “It’s late—and your mother will want you 
to start home before it’s dark.’’ 
Adela beamed at me. “Oh, mother won’t say anything if I’m late,” 
she assured me. “She’ll just holler.” 
In your terms and mine, Adela was telling me, “Scolding never 
gets to the point.” 
Adela’s training might become easier, if her mother would realize 
that, since her child still finds it hard to make decisions by herself, 
they have to be made for her. 
When we take a small boy to a toy store, we have no difficulty in 
understanding how hard it is for him to come to the point of the toy 
he wants. If we take him to a restaurant, we note how much time 
he takes to focus on one flavor of ice cream. 
This inability to come to the point doesn’t irritate us. We just say 
affectionately, “My, but your eyes are bigger than your stomach.” 
Well, their ears are just as poor at selecting as their eyes. 
Which is why Adela is unimpressed by her mother’s scolding. 
From the torrent of words she defines as “hollering,” she cannot come 
to any clear and precise point of her parent’s wish. 
I hope we’ll think about this. And if Jimmy leaves his bike in the 
drive again, think twice before we say, “Will you never learn to take 
care of your things? How do you expect daddy to put the car in the 
garage with that thing in the way? I warned him that you were too 
young for an expensive gift like that. Someday you’ll realize what 
money means . . . ” 
Because our rhetoric falls on deaf cars. If we want the bike m the 
garage, we have to make the point for Jimmy, instead of distracting 
him with a rattle of grievances which are not his business — and say, 
‘‘Jim, go put your bike away.” 
It takes discipline, especially if we’re tired and grumpy. For its 
then that we need children’s comfort and affection. Nearly always, 
scolding is an unconscious appeal for it. 
But like getting the bike in the garage, we have to make the point 
that we want the comfort and affection. So let’s watch it. For we 
don’t get what we want too often unless we ask for it precisely and 
unmistakably.

Dr. Hilleboe said the National 
Foundation has done everything 
possible to assure the safety of 
the vaccine. The Division of Lab­ 
oratories and Research* of the 
Stato Health Department has ap­ 
proved the method of production, 
and three independent scientific 
laboratories will give safety tests 
to each batch of vaccine as it is 
produced. 
The safety tests will be per­ 
formed by Dr. J onas Salk, re­ 
search professor of bacteriology 
at the University of Pittsburgh, 
developer of the vaccine; and by

Health Service's National Insti­ 
tute of Health. 
Dr. Salk has already given the 
vaccine to several thousand chil­ 
dren and adults in the Pittsburgh 
area, including his own wife and 
children. 
Not Gamma Globulin 
The vaccine should not be con­ 
fused with the gamma globulin 
which was widely used last sum­ 
mer, 
Dr. 
Hilleboe 
emphasized. 
Gamma globulin is one of the de­ 
rivatives of human blood from 
persons who have had poliomyeli­ 
tis and have built up some im­ 
munity to the disease. At best it 
could provide only temporary im­ 
munity for the period of week s 
that the gamma globulin remains 
in the body of the person inject­ 
ed. This is called passive immuni­ 
ty. 
The vaccine is composed of a 
colution that contains k illed virus 
of all three types of polio which 
have been grown artificially in 
test tubes in the laboratory. Stud­ 
ies which Dr. Salk has made 
thus far have shown that vacci­ 
nations have stimulated injected 
persons 
to 
develop 
significant 
amounts of poliomyelitis antibodies 
which are the fighters in the blood 
that can k ill the polio viruses.

Gamma globulin is one of the de­ 
rivatives of human blood from 
persons who have had poliomyeli­ 
tis and have built up some im­ 
munity to the disease. At best it 
could provide only temporary im­ 
munity for the period of weeks 
that the gamma globulin remains 
in the body of the person inject­ 
ed. This is called passive immuni­ 
ty. 
The vaccine is composed of a 
colution that contains killed virus 
of all three types of polio which 
have been grown artificially in 
test tubes in the laboratory.
